Gorman’s Visit to the White House. 

@ne of the most interesting incidents in 
connection with the fight between Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Senator Gorman is the 
story of the visit of the latter to the 
white house on Monday morning before he 
delivered that memorable and notable 
speech in the senate. 

Mr. Gorman had not been to the white 
house for many months before. He would 
not have gene then, but for the fact that 
the president sent Secretary Lamont after 
him and then wrote him a note urging him 
to call. When! Mr. Gorman dij call the 
president told him that he hoped he would 
bring about a settlement of the tariff prob- 
lem. He also requested the Marylanfider not 
to make the speech the newspapers kad an- 
nounced he would make. 

Mr. Gorman answered that he would not 
speak provided the president would write 
another letter withdrawing the reflections 
he had made upon the senate in his letter 
to Chafrman Wilson. 

Mr. Cleveland said he did not see how he 
cvuld do this. 

“Then Mr. Gorman announced that he 
would make his speech and immediitcly 
lef the white house for the senate chamber. 

Of course the relations between the Mary- 
land senator and the president are now 
more strained than ever and it is probable 


that Mr. Gorman will take Mr. Hill’s ad- 


vice and keep away from the white house. 
Calis the Senate a Bear Garden. 


Speaking of the relations between the 
president and the senate a story is tolé 
which well iNustrates Mr. Cleveland’s opin- 
ion of that body. 

It is said to have occurred when a dele- 
gation from Coloiado called upon the presi- 
dent and invited him to visit their state 
and join in a big bear nunt. The presi- 
dent’s response to the invitation was in this 
language: 

“I have a bear hunt here at the capitol 
up on the hill that is going to occupy all 
the time that you gentlemen think I have 
at my disposal. If I don’t burst the gun 
and the ammunition doesn’t run out by the 
time I am through with the sport maybe 
But I may be 
permitted to say that you gentlemen do not 
know what a bear hunt is. You had better 
stay here and join me.” 

Since Mr. Gorman’s speech there is some 
doubt as to which is the bear~the president 
or the senate. Each seems to be hunting 
the other and the democratic party is the 
chief sufferer. 

In the fight which has been going on 
since the publication of Mr. Cleveland's 
letter to Mr. Wilson, Senator Hill has been 
occupying a most remarkable position. He 
is off to one side first chunking rocks at 
one and then the other of the contestants.

MINERS IN REVOLT.

Convicts at Tracy City Mutiny end Re- 
fase to Come Out. 


KILL ONE GUARD AND WOUND TWO 


The Dead Man Was Deputy Warden 
of the Penitentiary. 


ONE OF THE CONVICTS SHOT DEAD 


Prisoners Fight in a Novel Way-~—They 
Load a Keg of Powder ou a Carand 
. Bun Jt Among the Guards. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 27.—(Special.)—The 
State convicts at Tracy City are in revolt. 
The lives of two men have already been 
lost and two more men are fatally wounded. 
The news was received by the state au- 
thorities at a late hour this afternoon. 

The two hundred convicts in Mine No. ll, 
at Tracy City, mutinied this morning. Cap- 
tain Nelson and two guards went into the 
mine after the convicts, but when within 
about fifty or a hundred yards of the con- 
victs, the strikers placed a keg of powder 
on the car with a lighted fuse. Then they 
started the car toward the guards. The 
powder exploded about the time it reached 
the guards. Nelson, a guard, was killed, 
and two other guards were wounded. 

Pete Hamilton, a convict, was shot and 
killed by a guard. Seventy convicts are 
still in the mines. 

The Nelson referred to is W. H.* Nelson, 
deputy warden. He was a member of the 
last legislature from Maury county, and 
was appointed deputy warden after the 
legislature adjourned. Captain Dyer, the 
warden, is away from the mines. So the 
killing of Nelson leaves the guards without 
a head. 

Superintendent of Prisons Kirk was at 
once telegraphed to, and will reach Tracy 
City tomorrow. There are three hundred 
state convicts there and they are worked 
in the mines and coke ovens by the Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Company. 
Secretary of State Morgan tonight held a 
conversation by wire with the operator at 
Tracy City and learned that all the con- 
victs worked in the mines had struck this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Nelson and the guards were on their 
way into the mine when the killing oc- 
curred. All but seventy of the convicts 
were induced to come out by 5 o’clock. At 
first upwards of two hundred had refused 
to come out. It was not thought that the 
assistance of state troops would be nec- 
essary. The free miners are quiet, and it 
is not thought they will cause any trouble. 
The names of the injured guards are Far- 
rell and Thurman. 


WILL ORGANIZE POLITICALLY. 


One of Debs’s Officers Says the Strike 
Was for Politiaal Purposes. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 27.—A morning pa- 
per quoted Albert Smith, one of the local 
leaders in the late railroad strike, and a 
friends of Eugene V. Debs, president of 
the American Railway Union, as saying: 

“At the beginning of the recent strike, 
Debs told me that he did not expect to win 
the strike. He had a purpose in having 
the strike ordered. He believed that a 
strike at the time that the American Rail- 
way Union was called was the only way 
by which the laboring classes could be 
brought to see that they could do nothing 
for themselves as long as they were not 
politically recognized. The strike, he 
tainks, will bring about this organization, 
caysing the men to break away [rom their 
political parties.”’ 

Mr. Smith says that Debs will be a can- 
didate for some office, probably congress, 
and that the work of organizing political 
bodies will begin soon.

THE WAR AT BLUEFIELDS. ~ 


United States Marines Landed to Pro- 
tect American Interests. 


Colon, July 27.—The following advices have 
been received from Bluefields, Mosquito ter- 
ritory. Nicaragua: 

“The Nicaraguans, under Governor Ca- 
hezgas, have been defeated and have retired 
to Rama, where they collected 400 men and 
seized some American launches, intending 
to make a descant upon Bluefields. The 
launches later were restored to their owners 
upon the demand of the American consul. 

“Captain O'Neil, of the United States 
gunboat, Marblehead, has landed 150 United 
States sailors and marines in order to pro- 
tect the United States consulate and Ameri- 
can interests generally. 

The Mosquito chief is expecting a renewal 
of the attack. : 

“The British consul has telegraphed for a 
British warship. 

“The inhabitants of Bluefields are leav- 
ing that place in large numbers.

OFFICIAL NEWS TRAVELS SLOWLY 


Neither This Country Nor England Has 
Been Notified of the Declaration of 
War—China Confident of Winning. ~ 


Shanghai, July 27.—The statement that 
war has been declared between Japan and 
China is generally accepted here as correct. 

A Japanese victory, wherein a Chinese 
transport was sunk, was gained Wednes- 
day. The Chinese loss of life was very 
great. 

The Chinese transport sunk belonged to 
the fleet of eleven steamers “which sailed 
from Taku, Friday, July 20th, with 12.000 
troops. The fleet left Taku under escort 
of eight gunboats. The majority of the 
transports proceeded slowly with the gun- 
boats, while the ones steamed at 
full speed so as to land their troops as 
soon as possible. On the transports which 
arrived first at the Corean coast were a 
few hundred soldiers from the army of 
the north. Most of the force, however, 
consisted of coolies with inferior firearms 
or merely bows and arrows. 

The attack upon the steamers from the 
Japanese guns last Wednesday is described 
briefty in a dispatch received this evening. 
The firing was begun by a Japanese: bat- 
tery from the shore, while the Chinese 
officers were trying to disembark their men 
from the northernmost steamer. The cruis- 
ers then steamed up and opened fire on 
all the transports which were lying to, 
waiting to discharge the men.

The Chinese officials here do not confirm 
these dispatches, They are exceedingly 
reticent as to every report concerning hos- 
tilities in Corea. 

The beginning of hostilities has caused 
keen excitement among all classes here. 
Business is virtually suspended, altHough 
many smaller firms have made desultory 
efforts to sustain their trade. 

The position of the Japanese residents 
is precarious. For weeks the more pros- 
perous Japanese have been leaving tne. 
city, but many of the poorer and middle

The Europeans best acquainted with the 
city think that the Sikh polish will be 
strong enough to protect them from Chi- 
nese fanatics. 

The viceroy is confident that the northern 
army is sufficiently strong to cope with 
the Japanese forces, and he does not in- 
tend to employ the southern army except 
in case of extreme necessity.

Some Expreasions of Opinion. 

The recent letter of Governor Northen 
to The Christian Reporter, has attracted 
the attention og the world, and 
calls for praise, even from fanatics 
who endorse the career of Miss Wells. The 
current issue of The Evangel, an organ 
of the Universalists, says that ‘Governor 
Northen hits back very hard, declaring 
that there is less crime, outrage, lawless- 
ness, violence, lynching, etc., in the south 
than in the north, and it looks as if he had 
the best: of it, too. He claims that there 
are fewer negroes lynched and fewer negro 
criminals in the south, according to the 
populaton, than in the north. He also 
Claims that Georgia has less lynching; 
Georgia also has a stronger law against 
lynching, passed unanimously by her legis- 
lature and endorsed by her people, than 
any other state in the union. He thinks 
northern states may not justly complain 
of the south until they have done as well 
as Georgia has.’’ 

“Allow me to thank you most heartily,”’ 
Says a letter bearing date Kobe, Japan, 
June 6th, from Rev. W. P. Turner, “for 
such a complete refutation of slanders often 
Seen in northern papers about the south. 
There ought to be a million copies of your 
letter printed in pamphlet form and sent to 
every editor and preacher in the north and 
in England. It would be worth more to 
the south and to Georgia especially than 
all the efforts of the combined governors 
of the south to invite capital and immi- 
gration into the south.” 

Mr. Turner then goes on to write of how 
ignorant many people are of the south. 
“Since coming to Japan I have been asso- 
Clated a great deal with northern and 
English people, and have found most of 
them ridiculously ignorant about civiliza- 
tion in the south, with minds wofully pre- 
judiced. They think no good thing can 
come from the south. A couple of mission- 
aries—one from Chicago and one 
from Boston, were astonished one day to 
learn that I was from Georgia and was not 
“‘a hater of all northern people.’’ An Eng- 
lishman, editor of an English paper in Ja- 
pan, has written some Sweeping slanders 
about the south, to which I replied at some 
length. 

A remarkable letter was once received by 
the governor dated, “United States Con- 
solate, Bagdad, Turkey-in-Asia, June 19, 
i894.’"" The writer is United States Consul 
John S. Sundburg. Consul Sundburg passed 
the winter of 1881 in Richmond county, Ga., 
and it was his memory of the people that 
led him to thank Governor Northen for the 
able manner in which he had defended his 
people. 

Even Negroes Defend Virtue. 

Perhaps the most significant enclosure 
which came to the governor was this: 

“I endorse a clipping showing that the 
negroes are in the business of properly de- 
fending the virtue of their own race: 

““‘FIRED INTO THE MOB.

**Lurayville, Fla., July 24.—Abeut 1 
o’clock this morning a mob of negroes, Jed 
by a negro preacher named Marshall, went 
to the house of Jack Thomas, colored, to 
lynch him for committing rape on a negro 
girl. 

*“*As the mob approached Thomas opened 
fire with a Winchester... His first shot killed 
Marshall, the preacher. Thomas continued 
firing, shooting down six other members of 
the mob, four of whom are thought to be 
mortally wounded. The mob fired at Thuom- 
as without effect. .Thomas surrendered to 
the authorities.’ ’’ 

He Sent Them Up. 

There is a negro preacher who is pastor 
of a white church in Birmingham, England, 
named Peter Stanford. 

In maudlin geal the editor of The Chris- 
tian Commonwealth went to him and asked: 

*‘Do. you think English people are more 
favorably disposed to your race than 
Americans? What is your candid opinion?’’ 

‘‘My impression is, the race problem is 
no more understood in England than in the 
United States. The mass of the English 
people appear to regard members of my 
race as curiosities and are patronizing in- 
stead of appreciative.’’ 

“The tender-footed editor then went home 
and printed the story of how the negro had 
sized him up.

But the Motion for a Farther Confer- 
ence, on the Tariff Passed, 

Washington, July 27.—There were very 
few people in the senate galleries today 
and the attendance on the floor was also 
slim. Mr. Harris occupied the chair. 

The reading of -yesterday’s journal was 
dispensed with, and the usual routine busi- 
ness proceeded. Then the conference re- 
port on the army appropridtions was taken 
up. In explaining the appropriations, Mr. 
Blackburn said that the bill as it passed 
the house appropriated $23,586,924, and as 
it passed the senate $23,611,384, and that as 
agreed to by the conferees, the bill appro- 
priated $23,592,384. . 

The paragraph referring to the Indians 
at Mt. Vernon barracks, Alabama, pro- 
voked some discussion, but the report as a 
whole was finally agreed to. 

Then at 1:15 o’clock the message asking 
further conference on the tariff bill was 
laid before the senate, the pending question 
being the pdint of order made yesterday 
against the motion of Mr. Washburn, to in- 
struct the senate conferees to reeede from 
the differentiaf duty of one-eighth of a 
cent a pound on sugar, the point of order 


._ being that it is not in order to give in- 


structions in ‘a “full and free- conference.” 

Messrs. Maaderson and Platt argued 
against the poimt of order, The decision 
of the presiding officer, ‘Mr. Harris, was in 
favor of sustalging.the point of order and 
excluding the amendment. The decision 
was appealed from by Mr. Washburn, and 
a motion to iay the appeal on the table 
was made by Mr. Faulkner. 

The vote was taken amid great excite- 
ment, and it resulted in a tie—yeas 32, nays 
32. The three populist senators—Messrs. 
Allen, Kyle and Peffer—voted with the -re- 
publicans, So did Mr. Hill, and the vote of 
Mr. Irby was paired with that of another 
democratic senater—Mr. Smith, of New Jer- 
sey. The only senator who, not being 
paired, did not vote, was Mr. Stewart, of 
Nevada. He was present in the chamber, 
but refrained from -voting. 

The net result was that the motion to 
lay on the table not having had a majority, 
failed. 

Then came the question whether the de- 
cision of the chair should stand as the 
judgment of the senate, and the committee 
also decided in ‘the negative in the same 
way, the vote being identically the same 
as in the first instance. 

The next vote was ‘on agreeing to Sena- 
tor Washburn’s motion, and it was de- 
feated from the sarae cause, the lack of a 
majority the vote being, for the third time, 
82 to 32, but this time the republican sena- 
tors and their allies voted aye and the 
democratic senators voted nay. 

Then Senator Gray’s original motion, to 
insist and agree on a further conference, 
was agreed to without a division; and the 
same seven conferees were reappointed. 

Some dozen bills on the calendar was 
passed, after which, at 3:50 o’clock, the 
senate adjourned till Monday.

TO REMOVE GERONIMO’S BAND 


From the Military Barracks to Res- 
erviitions—House Proceedings. 
Washington, July 27.—After the passage 
of a few private bills, under unanimous 
consent, Mr. Outhwaite presented the con- 
ference report on the military appropria- 
tions bill. The adoption of the report was 
earnestly opposed by Messrs. Flynn, of 
Oklahoma, and smith, of Arizona, for the 
reason that the bill authorized the secre- 
tary of war to transfer the Geronimo band 
of Apache Indians, now confined in Mt. 
Vernon barracks, Alabama, to military re- 
servations. It also carries an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 to buy them household and 
agricultural implements, Messrs. Flynn 
and Smith protested against the transfer, 
in the name of the murdered settlers, the 
victims of the Indians’ atrocity in former 
years, asserting that whatever distance 
Separated them after they had once passed 
the Missouri river would be as nothing to 
them, and they would soon get back again 
in their haunts of blood and murder in the 
White mountains, and enter upon their 

career of slaughter and destruction. 

Messrs. Outhwaite and Hull, republican, 
of Iowa, defended the report. They said 
it was not the intention of the secretary 
of war to move those Indians confined at 
Mt, Vernon for the commission of crimes, 
but it was intended to give the women 
and children the same chance that other 
human beings have to do for themselves. 
Neither the government nor the people of 
the country, they said, desired to keep 200 
women and children in prison all their lives 
for the sins of their fathers. 

The report was agreed to. 

At this point the flow of returning mem- 
bers who had beén attending upon the 
session of the senate, set in, and in a few 
minutes the action of that body upon the 
request of the house for a further confer- 
ence on the tariff bill, became known on 
the floor, and was actively discussed, 

It was 3:15 o’clock when Secretary Cox 
appeared at the door to communicate the 
action officially to the house. This hav- 
ing been disposed of, the house proceeded 
to the further consideration of bills. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Bailey in the chair, upon the 
bill to authorize the secretary of the treas- 
ury to settle the account stated between the 
general government and the state of Flor- 
ida, under the,attthority af the act, ap- 
proved March 2, 1889, known as the defic- 
iency act, and to pay the balance found to 
be due, The amount involved is about 
$600,000 for expenditures made by FPiorida 
during the Indian war of 1856-58. It was 
advocated by Messrs, Mallory and Cooper, 
of Florida. 

Mr. Davis, of Kansas, opposed the pas- 
sage of the bill. He alleged that hostilities 
grew out of attempts by the slaveholders 
to suppress the sentiments in favor of lib- 
erty among the Indians and negroes, 

Mr. Cousins, who made a minority re- 
port adversely to them, spoke agaist its 
passage. He based his objection mainly 
upon the ground that the troops for whose 
services it was sought to recompénse Flor- 
ida did not come within the constitutional 
requirement governing the enlistment of 
troops by a state. He said that at that 
time there were but ninety-eight hostile 
Indians, while the United States had nearly 
3,000 regular and volunteer troops in the 
field. He looked upon the claim as a 
huge joke, and as a manifestation of the 
habit that Florida had fallen into, of hav- 
ing a claim pending in congress to reim- 
burse her for expenditures on account of 
Indian wars. 

The bill was further opposed by Mr. Bart- 
lett, which carried the session to 5 o’clock, 
when, under the rules, a recess was taken.

How to See Cataract in Your Own Eve. 


The following simple method enables a 
patient to see a cataract in his own eye 
and note its growth and development, prob- 
ably better than any oculist can observe it 
for you. s 

Cataract is said to be due to the gradual 
deposition of oxalate of lime in the sub- 
stance of the crystalline lens, at first in 
small. spots or streaks, sometimes in one 
part and sometimes in another. The de- 
posit gradually increases until it pene- 
trates the whole of the lens, causing blind- 
ness. The remedy, then, is to remove the 
lens, and after its removal the patient 
needs a substitute in the form of highly 
magnifying spectacles. 

All that is necessary to enable a patient 
to see his own cataract for himself is a 
piece of card and a needie—a visiting ecard 
Will do very well. Pierce a clean round 
hole near the middle of the card and hold 
the card up to the light close to the eye, 


looking preferably in the direction.of a 
piece of blue sky. With the ecard near the 


eye, the patient will not see the small hole * 


jerced by the needle, but he will see a 
Pomparatively large faintly illuminated field 
with his cataract projected upon it. He is, 
in fact, observing the shadow cast by his 
cataract on the retina at the back of his 
eye. With a small puncture in the card 
the shadow so thrown is comparatively 
sharp. But with a normal eye an evenly 
illuminated field or clean disk will be seen. 
The patient may thus map down his own 
cataract, and settle for aimself whether

During the past three years the peo- 
ple of the south have practiced a rigid 
economy equaled only by their self-de- 
nial in war times. 

They have lived within their incomes 
and purchased very little that they could 
do without. Three years of this policy 
must necessarily produce visible results. 
We have had very few failures. Money 
has been scarce, but most: of our indus- 
tries have continued to run on full time 
and some have run day and night. 

Our season of economy has paved the 
way for a good fall business. Our mer- 
chants have allowed their stocks to 
be reduced until they are now forced 
to buy largely to fill their shelves.

Our big crops will soon bring 
the ready cash and send it into general 
circulation. Low prices will doubtless 
rule, but a large volume of money will 
roll into the south. 

Atianta will doubtless enjoy a fall and 
winter of exceptional prosperity, meas- 
ured by the standard of the past few 
years. The progress of the exposition 
will draw attention to our city, and we 
may expect many new concerns who 
will start enterprises of considerable 
importance. 

But while we may reasonably look 
for comparatively good times in this 
region, and especially in Atlanta, it 
should be understood that this improve- 
ment is all due to the industry and 
economy of our people and a favoring 
providence. We are prospering in spite 
of the uncertainty, delay and mistakes 
of federal legislation. 

One more point. It is to be hoped 
that the brighter outlook will not cause 
a rush of the unemployed to Atlanta 
and other cities. We have a large num- 
ber of workingmen waiting for employ- 
ment, and there will not be more than 
enough to go around. If there is any 
sudden influx in search of work the 
newcomers will be disappointed. It 
is no time for men to leave their homes 
and go with empty pockets to distant 
cities hunting for jobs. The best thing 
they can do is to stay at home until they 
know what to count on. If this advice 
is followed it will save no small amount 
of worry and trouble.

Department of the South.

We said some time ago that a movement 
was on foot among certain southern sena- 
tors and representatives to have a depart- 
ment of the south established. We now 
learn that further efforts in the direction 
have been made with the gesult that those 
interested in the movement are satisfied of 
the ultimate success of their endeavors. 
Senator Gordon, of Georgia, is our infor- 
mant in the matter. Speaking of the sub- 
ject yesterday, he said: ‘Yes, my colleague 
in the senate, Representative Livingston 
and other members of congress fromm the 
south are much interested in having a de- 
partment of the south established. As a 
result of our inquiries we believe that in 
the near future an order to this effect will 
oe issued by the military authorities. General 
Schofield fully appreciates the importance 
of the proposition, and, as I understand it, 
he will recommend its adoption at no dis- 
tant day. We expect Secretary Lamont to 
approve suph recommendatian, although 
so far that official has not definitely said 
yes or noJjn the premises. When he under- 
stands the situation fully I have no doubt 
that he will see the value of the proposition, 
both for military and other reasons. At- 
lanta, where headquarters will be stationed, 
we assume, is a healthful place. It is near 
the seacdst, on railroads running in all di- 
rections, and for obvious reasons it is a 
point of stragetic advantages which should 
commend it to army officials. The people 
of the south are anxious that the depart- 
ment should be established. They feel that 
they are entitled to the recognition on 
eyery score. The industries of the 
south are. growing rapidly, and _ the 
conditions in the east and west, 
which have _ recently attracted the se- 
rious attention of the government, may in 
time obtain in our quarter. There are so 
many arguments in favor of the scheme that 
I hesitate to discuss the matter briefly, as 
I must now.” 

Asked when he expected the new depart- 
ment would be organized the senator said: 
“As to trat I cannot speak positively. Those 
who are interested in the question would 
like to have it done at an early day, and 
we are hoping to that end. Some time be- 
fore the winter sets in I expect to %e able 
to give you a more satisfactory answer.” 
Evidently the movement started some time 


ago is still active, and those behind it think 
that they see success ahead of them. Rep- 
resentative Livingston, when spoxen to 
yesterday, said that he was more confident 
now than formerly of the issuance of the 
desired order. 
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SERPENTS ARE NOT NERVOUS. . 


Strange Muscular Power that Assists 
Them in Fascinating Victims.

The power of continuing motionless, with 
the lifted head projecting forward for an 
indefinite time, is one of the most wonder- 
ful of the serpent’s muscular feats and is 
one of the highest importance to the ani- 
mal, both when fascinating its victim and 
when mimicking some inanimate object ob- 
ject, as, for instance, the stem and bud of 
an aquatic plant; here it is only referred to 
on account of the effect it produces on the 
human mind, as enhancing the serpent’s 
strangeness.

THAT BALL TROUBLE 


Has Been Adjusted by the Adoption of 
an Ordinance. 

The general council convened yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of hearing from 
the people of the fourth ward who live in 
the neighborhood of the baseball park and 
who object to the existence of the baseball 
park in that section of the city.

Councilman Campbell, of the fourth, of- 
fered an ordinance requiring all parties who 
engaged in baseball or other athletic games 
to first obtain permission of the mayor and 
council. The penalty for violation is $200.

Section 2. All applications for such per- 
mission shall distinctly state where said 
park or grounds are to b2 located, the char- 
acter of the sports or games to be played, 
the class of persons who are to participats 
in the same, and the time for which said 
permission is desired. 

Section 3. All permits given shall be sub- 
ject to revocation in the discretion of the 
mayor and general council, 

Section 4. in the interval between regular 
meetings of the general council the mayor 
shall have authority, in his discretion, to 
grant permission for games, sports or pub- 
lic amusements, not specified in the general 
permit. Such permit to be of force only un- 
til the first regular meeting of the general 
co.ncil after the same is granted, unless 
approved nad axtenene by the mayor and 
Ben Fal Coun tntetic games, sports of 
other public amusements shall be engage 
in at any park or on any grounds now — 
for such purposes after the first Monday in 
Ancust.

AND WHAT COLONEL WRENN WILL DO 


Other Railroad News Gatbered Here and 
There from Local Offices—Mr. 
 Spalding’s Paper. 


It is something more than probable that 
Mr. C. A. Benscoter, divis.on passenger 
agent of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad with headquarters «at 
Knoxville, will be the assistant general pas- 
senger agent to take charge of the western 
system of the Southern railway. 

Mr. Benscoter has for a number of years 
been division passenger agent of the old 
East Tennegsee at Knoxville, and is 4 
veteran in the business. 

According to the system of organization 
of the passenger work of the old hast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia by Colo- 
nel Wrenn there were four division pas- 
senger agents. Mr. C. A. Benscoter was 
stationed at Knoxville, Mr. J. J. Farns- 
worth at Atlanta, Mr. L. A. Bell at Selma, 
and M:. C. A. DeSaussure at Memphis. 

The changing of hands and the conse- 
quent shuffling will place the entire consoli- 
dation of southern railways, comprising 
all the lines of the old Richmond and 
Danville and the old East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, under the management 
of three passenger agents, according to all 
that has been definitely given out up to this 
time. 

These will be General Passenger Agent 
Turk with headquarters at Washington, 
Mr. S. H. Hardwick with headquarters at 
Atlahta, and Mr. C. A. Benscoter with 
headquarters at Knoxville, provided he 1s 
appointed, according to information re- 
ceived from a rather definite source last 
night. 

Colonel Wrenn with the M. and C, 

Colonel B. W. Wrenn goes with the Mem- 
phis and Charleston. 

Mr. Henry Fink, receiver of that road, 
wanted Colonel] Wrenn to remain with the 
line until the business is ail wound up 
and it, too, is hurled into the general slump 
of southern railways that are falling in 
with the progress of the reorganization 
plans of Drexel, Morgan & Co. 

Colone] Wrenn will be general passenger 
agent of the Memphis and Charieston tem- 
porarily. It is reasonable to presume that 
he will not hold this as a permanent thing, 
howevel, for the Memphis and Charleston 
wil) soon have te go with the consolidated 
lines itself. P ; 

The friends of Colonel Wrenn in Atlanta 
were busily talking about his withdrawal 
yesterday and about his future. 

Rumors of all sorts were afloat. Some 
thought it most likely that the Seaboard 
Air-Line people might get him, which 
would mean a red-hot fight for the traitlic 
between the north and the south against 
the combined lines of the Southern rail- 
way. 

Some said they would bet that Colonel 
Wrenn would go with President Sam 
Thomas on the New York and New Ikng- 
land, it being known that Colonel Thomas 
and Colonel Wrenn are warm personal 
friends, and that Colonel Thomas was 
recently made president of the New York 
and New England. 

Others said that Colonel B. W. Wrenn 
ought to be secured by the Cotton States 
and International exposition as manager 
of the traffic department, since his famili- 
arity with railroad work and with the 
railroads of the south gave him wonderful 
qialificationa for this place. 

Among the energetic and efficient division 
passenger agents at work on the East Ten- 
nesse¢é, Virginia and Georgia, Colonel Bb. 


W. Wrenn had none more capable than 
Mr. J. J, Farnsworth with headquarters 
at Atlanta, and his friends hope toa see 


him well fixed after the shuffling is over. 

Mr. Farnsworth is an old East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia man, having 
been with the company more than eight 
years. Having held many responsible posi- 
tions with the road he is thoroughly famil- 
iar with the work &nd is conversant with 
he detail of the passenger service of the 

ne. 

Since he came to Atlanta as division 
passenger agent of the system he has 
worked up a great traffic for the road, and 
is always onto the business when it is to 
be found. 

Mfr Farnsworth is one of the most de- 
serving officials on the East Tennessee sys- 
tem, and his friends confidently expect to 
see him ‘“‘taken care of,’’ as the railroaders 
say it.

It is 
also reported that that part of the Western 
Nerth Carolina road between Paint Rock 
anc Asheville will be added te the western 
system. 


AN OVERSUPPLY OF CARS, 


Mr. E. C. Spalding Says That There 
Are Too Many for the Traffic. 
Mr. B. C. Spalding, of this city, generai 
menager of tre Southern Iron Car Line, 
has returned from the meeting of the As- 
sociation of Car Accountants, where he 
read a paper that has caught the attention 

of railroad men everywhere. 

The paper was on the business done by 
freight cars and why the cars of today 
are not earning what they did ten years 


ago. 

Mr. Spalding takes the ground that there 
are too many cars on the roads. He says 
the roads ovght not to build any more 
scon. 

Speaking along this line in his interesting 
papet, which has been freely commentea 
upon by The Railway Age, he says: 

“During the past eighteen months this 
country has gone through a depression 
from: which it will take a long time to 
reccver. During the year i593 the liabili- 
ties of the banking, commercial and rail- 
road concerns that failed aggregated #1,8\%,- 
000,000. In a period of peace and plenty we 
behold a loss unparalleled in the annals 
of history. How much of this loss falir 
upon the railroads we cannot tell, but the 
roads in the hards of receivers and the 
decrease in revenues and securities indicate 
a terrible loss. When business revives, 
millions will be required in reorganizing 
and improving roadbeds, bridges, etc. Here 
is one item involving about $4¢,004,000 alone. 
Under the interstate law railroads are re- 
quired to equip their cars with automatic 
couplera and air-brakes during the next 
three and a half years. Of the total num- 
ber of cars in service, 750,000 cars have the 
link and pin couplers and about 900,000 cars 
aré equipped with hand-brakes. To comply 
with this law about $46,006,000 wil be re- 
quired in the next threé and a hait years. 
Under this law all interstate cars must 
be equipped with automatic couplers and 
nearly all equipped with air-brakes, ana 
this estimate of the cost is conserva- 
tive. 

“When we consider the great losses to 
the railroads on account of the depres- 
sion. and anticipate the millions which 
will be required by them in the near fu- 
ture, it is of the greatest importance that 
they be relieved, for the next three years, 
frem the necessity of building new cars, 
if possible. This can be accomplished by 
increasing the car movement, and the car 
movement can undoubtedly be increased if 
the roads wil] discontinue building cars. 
The increased movement would follow trom 
a necessity.’’ 


GAVE UP THEIR CARDS, 


A. R. U. Men Were Ordered to With- 
draw or Quit Work. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 27.—(Special.)—A 
sensation was sprung today at noon in the 
Cincinnati Southern shops here. Just as 
the men employed in the shops were get- 
ting ready to leave for dinner they were 
assembled in the yards. The master me- 
chanic, Schrieber, in a short speech told 
the men that he had the names of fifteen 
of then who were members of the American 
Railway Union, and that-he had orders 
from headquarters to discharge every one 
of them that did not at once renounce al- 
legiance to the American Railway Union 
and give up his membership card. He 
then read the names of the fifteen men, 
who ali stepped forward and renounced the 
American Railway Union and gave up their 
membership cards. They were not dis- 
charged. The American Railway Union has 
a small lodge here. Labor circles are very 
much agitated over the matter. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


The most noticcable feature of yesterday’s 
weather conditions was, as had been the 
case for several days preceding, the pecu- 
liar and unusual distribution of heat. The 
coolest portion of the country was the -vre- 
gion along, or just east of the Mississippi 
river, from St. Louis to the gulf, and the 
states south of Kentucky and the Carolinas, 
while the warmest weather prevailed over a 
narrow area extending from St. Paul, 
Minn., southward to Fort Smith, Ark., and 
Abilene, T2x. At Dodge City, Kan., the 
mercury reached a maximum of 100 degrees, 
while St. Paul; Minn., had a maximum of 
98 degrees, and Omaha, Neb., 96 degrees. 
In the southeastern districts there were but 
two stations at which the temperature was 
up to 96 ~— and but few were above 85 
degrees. Throughout the northern half of 
the country there was no precipitation wor- 
thy of mention, but in the southeast and 
southwest rain was scattered at quite a 
number of points. At several stations the 
rainfall was quite heavy, Pensacola, Fla., 
reporting 2.46 inches, Meridian, Miss., 1.42 
inches, Mobile, Ala., 1.08 inchs, and New 
Orleans 1 inch. Griffin and Atlanta’s cot- 
ton belt district reported a total rainfall of 
§.1 inches, during the 24 hours ending at 
5 o’clock last evening.

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Mrs. Hicken, with Many Aliases, Now 
in Falton dail. 


4ER HUSBAND IS HERE, ALSO 


Checks and Memoranda in Her Pocket 
Book Prove Interesting—How They 
Were Removedfrom Marietta. 


Mrs. Emma Hicken, alias Mrs. Edna 
Thompson, alias Mrs. M. E. Hunter, alias 
Mrs. E. R. White, alias Mrs. R. M. White, 
alias Mrs. Fanny Goven, and her husband, 
George Hiicken, alias Dr. George Clark, were 
brought to Atlanta from Marietta yester- 
day by Deputy Sheriff Hill and Bailiff John 
Monaghan, and taken to Fulton county jail 
last night, and will remain there until a 
preliminary hearing can be given them and 
dispositicn made of their cases. 

When the Western and Atlantic train 
reached the city y2sterday evening at 6:25 
o'clock, the usual crowd was aboard and 


the officers 1i1 charge of the notorious couple 
determined to make their presence as incon- 


spicuous as possible. Balfiff Monaghan 
stepped off the train on the side nearest 
the entrance to the union depot and when 
the train stopped Deputy Sheriff Hill, with 
his two prisoners, got off the train on 
the western side and walked to the south- 
ern end of the depot. It had been prev:ously 
agreed upon that Mr. Monaghan was to 
send a hack ‘to that point. It was some 
time before the hack came, as the length 
of the train blockaded Loyd street. 

In the meantime Hicken stood with 
both hands thrust deep down in his trous- 
ers’ pockets, thus giving himself an air of 
utmost nonchalance; but the nonchalance 
did not exist in feeling. He was simply at- 
tempting to hide the fact that he was hand- 
cuffed. The handcuffs used were of the belt 
and chain variety. A belt is strapped about 
the priscner’s waist and fastened in sliding 
fashion through several staples is a chain 
with handcuffs attached. This ts put on 
under the coat and the cuffs snapped on 
the wrists. So when Hicken put his hands 
in his pockets even the closest observer 
could not See that he was handicapped in 
criminal fashion. This is the first time that 
these handcuffs have been used. 

Mrs. Hicken stood next her husband and 
wore an awkward fittting dress, which was 
very nearly hid from view by a loose, yel- 
iow mackintosh. She stood close to her hus- 
band and kept one arm thrown about him 
as if holding him up, though from the lool 
in her face she needed aid the worst of 
the two. In features she is exceedingly com- 
mon and the character lines indicate to a 
marvelous degree what she truly is. The 
mouth is sharp and shrewd and bears the 
stamp of suffering as well as dissipation. 
The eyes are heavy as from oversleeping, 
but the droop of the lids betoken morphine 
eating. The shape of her face bears all that 
the other features develop in the way of 
character. They made no demonstration and 
obeyed quietly and in a very easy manner. 

When the Jail Was Reached 


The drive to the jail was a quick one, and 
it was not long before they were assigned 
to a cell on the first floor fronting on the 
street. When they arrived Jailer Mardis 
said that he had no place to put them to- 
gether. irs. Hicken begged ihat they be 
permitted to remain together. IK inally one 
of the inmates consented to allow both of 
them to remain in her cell and they were 
accordingly put in the rocm mentioned. 
Before going into the cell Mrs. Hicken 
gave up her pocketbook and drew from the 
front of her dress a small bottle of mor- 
phine. These were taken charge of by the 
jailer, who said that he would not permit 
either of them to have any unless Dr. Gil- 
bert, county physician, should so direct. 

Two Checks and Memorandn. 


In the pocketbook were fcund two checks 
and a ticket to Atlanta from Marietta and 
some data which reveal an interesting 
Story. Both checks are drawn on the Mer- 
chants’ bank of Ocala, Fla., and neither of 
them marked paid. One is in favor of Mrs. 
E. Thompson for $20 and is signed by Mrs. 
Edna Thompson and endorsed by Mrs. E. 
Thompson and R. B. McConnell, showing 
that she had passed the check to McCon- 
nell and that it had been 1eturned on her. 
The other check is in favor of Mrs. E. H. 
Hicken and is signed by Mrs. Fanny Goven 
and endorsed by Mrs. E. H. Hicken. The 
handwriting is full of the same traits and 
it is plainly evident that all the names ex- 
cept that of R. B. McConnell, were written 
by the same woman. The last named check 
is for $25, and she intended to work it off in 
Atlanta. Mr. R. B. McConnell, by whom the 
check was endcsed, was at the Kimball 
ye@tterday, but left early in the day. 

The memoranda and the return ticket to 
Atlanta develop two interesting facts. It 
was the intention of Mrs. Hicken to accom- 
pany her husband to Marietta and leave 
him there to recuperate and return to At- 
lanta on the return trip ticket which she 
purchased. On the slip, which is in her 
handwriting, appears the following: ‘‘Alex 
Cc. Smith, secretary, Gate City bank build- 
ing, 281% Whitehall street,’’ and another en- 
try which is partly erased. 

She Is Not Mrs. Bradford. 


Tt is now absolutely certain that. Mrs. 
Hicken, with her many aliases, is not the 
Bradford woman who is wanted in New 
York. A New Yorker, who is in the city, 
said yesterday: 

‘‘Mrs. Hicken is not the Bradford woman. 
She is by no means like photographs of 
Mrs. Bradford. Mrs. Bradford is exceeding- 
ly stylish and is a woman to make an im- 
pression. To express the Hicken woman’s 
appearance aptly, she is ‘tacky.’ They are 
not at all the same.”’ 


Will Be Given an Early Hearing. 


Mrs. Hicken was brought from Marietta 
on warrants against Mrs. IE. R. alias R. M. 
White, Mrs. M. E. Hicken alias Mrs. M. E. 
Hunter and Mrs. Emma Hicken alias Edna 
Thompson. In two she is charged with 
cheating and swindling and in one with 
forgery. Mr. John C. Eads swore out two 
of them, the other J. J. Green took out. 
Mr. Hicken was brought here on a warrant 
charging him with a misdemeanor and his 
alias fs given as Dr. H. K. Clark. 

A preliminary trial will be given them 
when they are able and ready to stand it. 
They are both sick at present.

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THE MAD JACKAL, 


BY J. H,. GRAY. 

“Dead Hindoo! Where—where? There— 
therel’’ 

Every one who has resided in India will 
understand what is meant by the above 
exclamatory phrases, the fancied utter- 
ances Of.an animal with which all travelers 
in: Hindoostan are but too familiar—the 
pheal or jackal, : 

Though by nature a cowardly creature, 
the Indian jackal fears not to approach the 
habitations of man, where it is in a manner 
tolerated for its services as a scavenger. 
And wherever troops are in cantonment or 
on the march, it accompanies them, oftén 
in large numbers, skulking around the camp 
and making night hideous with its wildly 
mournful wa—wa—wa. 

' Like its near relative, the hyena, it is 
the veriest of poltroons, and a child may 
put a full pack of them to flight. Yet there 
aré occasions when the Indian jackal is a 
creature to be dreaded even more than the 
tiger itself; and I have known of one to 
keep a whole regiment of soldiers in mortal 
fear for the most part of the night. I my- 
self was once constrained by the same to 
ye as irksome an hour as I ever remem- 

,. 

In India, of course, it was, when a young 
subaltern gazetted to the Eleventh Hussars, 
Tt had just joined my regiment, to find it on 
the eve of setting out upon a scouting expe- 
dition.

The foundation of her table 
can be made of one of two things, a com- 
mon white wood kitchen table or a big 
dry goods box, and the latter is the cheap- 
est and best. It can be bought at the 
grocer’s or dry goods dealer’s in the village 
for about 25 cents, and one that is thirty- 
six inches square or as near that size as 
the grocer can supply it will serve. I men- 
tion this size because the nicest dressing 
table stands about two feet and a half 
high by three feet long. 

When the big box is secured set it be- 
tween the two windows of the bedroom 
and begin to tack on the drapery. This

ought to be of cotton, washable and figured 
green and white, and, if there isn’t any- 
thing in the house nearly like that mother 
can spare for a table’s decoration, why 
then_the suitable stuff may be bought. Very 
cheap chinty is the best material, for it 
can be had in green and white, prettily 
figured, durable and washable, and for 
15 cents a yard. Six yards are necessary, 
and at the price mentioned 90 cents of 
pocket money must go to pay for it. Out 
of that six yards cut a piece to fit exactly 
over the top of this box and tack it down 
along the edges. The rest is made into 
a great full flounce, showing an inch-wide 
hem at top and bottom, just long enough 
to reach the floor and fasten to the edge of 
the box by gilt-headed tacks that are 29 
cents a dozen. A dressing table mirror may 
be round, square of many sided, it may be 
small or large, and to seeure it most inex- 
pensively it can be either rescued from the 
garret or bought at an outlay of about $3. 

If there is an old mirror one can borrow 
from perhaps a broken down, banished 
bureau, all the better for one’s carefully 
hoarded pocket money. No matter if the 
frame is battered and scratched, a 15-cent 
pot of cream white enamel paint will rem- 
edy all that—two coats puts the frame in 
perfect order, and when’the mirror is hung 
in place one begins to think of the cur- 
taing. These are charming when made 
of cheese cloth, cream color, figured in 
large green dots. it is only 12 cents a yard 
and six yards is enough to make the cur- 
tains and the extra cover; that should all 
be trimmed with a three-inch wide coarse 
cream net lace, at 8 cents a yard. 

Drape the curtains as shown in the pic- 
| ture over a big brass hook screwed in the 
wall. This last costs 3% cents and then 
two yards of green ribbon, at 12 cents a 
yard, completes all the decoration for the 
dainty piece of furniture. Every stitch and 
tack for thig dressing table can be put in 
by a girl’s own hands and the result will 
be something every one will admire and 
she will feel the greatest comfort and pride 
in. The items of expense are given for the 
benefit of the girl who must build her 
dressing table from the ground up, all out 
of her own pocket. But there are girls 
who, with the co-operation of their mother 
or elder sister, can find odds and ends about 
the house to serve the purpose of drapery.

Two Other Children Who Were Playing 
with Him Seriously Hurt by the 
Same Explosion.

Michael Cohen is a Russian Jew and 
keeps a clothing store on Decatur street. 
At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon Lewis 
Cohen, Lewis Weinburg and Isaac Cohen, 
three very small boys, were playing in 
the area back of the store. After a few 
hours at play Lewis Cohen, who is a pre- 
cocious young chap six years old, sought 
diversion of another nature.. : 

While the others were at play he went 
into the house. His curiosity led him to 
investigate the contents of dn old closet 
in his father’s room. Here were stored 
away a lot of old fireworks which had been 
kept over since last Christmas and the 
child selected a large cannon cracker from 
the assortment. He ran back into the yard 
to where his companions were at play, hold- 
ing up the prize in his hand. All of them 
were delighted with the idea of firing off 
the big cracker and began to make prepara- 
tions for it. The cracker was placed on a 
pile of bricks and the children gathered 
around to set it off. The little Cohen fellow 
took the thing up in his right hand and 
one of the others struck the match. The 
fuse must have been too short or the boys 
ignorant of the effects of the explosion. 

A ringing report followed the striking of 
the match and the force of the explosion 
threw the children down. The street was 
crowded and a number of persons rushed 
to the place. At the time Mr. Cohen was 
waiting on a Customer. He ran hurriedly 
from the backdoor and was the first to 
reach the scene after the report. 

He found his little child lying on his 
face in a stunned condition. He was bleed- 
ing! from several wounds in*the side and 
his right hand as far as the wrist was 
entirely gone. The father seized his child 
and rushed back into the store, carrying 
him in his arms. The mother met them at 
the door; she was screaming loudly and 
nearly crazed with terror and grief, but 
with great presence of mind Mrs. Cohen 
took the bleeding boy from her husband 
and hurried to the street. A passing buggy 
was hailed and the woman jumped in and 
was driven quickly to the Grady hvspital. 
After being picked up the little boy showed 
remarkable courage. He grasped the 
lacerated arm with his other hand to stop 
the flow of blood and told his father to 
go for the doctor. At the Grady hospital 
his arm was dressed and last night he was 
resting comfortably. 

The other children were not so severely 
hurt. The face of Lewis Weinburg, six 
years old, was burned and some of the 
paper from the cracker was buried in his 
cheek. The injuries of his little brother 
were similar, but not so painful.

Two important appointments in the state’s 
volunteer militia were made yesterday, and 
commissions were issued to the appointees 
by Lieutenant Satterlee yesterday after- 
noon. 

Captain W. G. Obear, adjutant of the 
Fifth regiment of Atlanta, was appointed 
assistant inspector general with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, and Captain William 
E. Jones, of Augusta, was appointed colo- 
nel of the Sixth regiment of infantry with 
headquarters at Augusta. 

Two or three retirements were also record- 
ed and Lieutenant Satterlee finished his re- 
port of inspection of the state’s troops. 
This latter document is a large volume in 
itself, and is a complete record of facts and 
statistics concerning the Georgia volunteers. 

Colonel Jones is a native Georgian. He is 
a graduate of the Virginia Military insti- 
tute, Lexington, Va. He served for some 
years as a lieutenant of Company HE, First 
battalion, now Sixth regiment, and since 
December, 1890, has been captain of Troop 
H, First regiment of cavalry. 

Captain William G. Obear, who was com- 
missioned assistant inspector general, is 
adjutant of the Fifth regiment of infantry. 
Colonel Obear is a Georgian; born at Ma- 
con, Ga. He served at Military college, Uni- 
versity of Tennessee from 1880 to 18381. He 
was a private and corporal in the Southern 
Cadets, Macon, 1882; private in Macon Volun- 
teers, 1883 to 1884; corporal of Birmingham 
Guards, Ala., 1887 to 1888; private in Jeiffer- 
son Volunteers, Birmingham, Ala., 1888 to 
1891; second lieutenant of Rome Light 
Guards, Rome, Ga., 1893; first lieutenant of 
Capital City Guards, Company B, Fifth 
regiment infantry, Atlanta, 1893; was ap- 
pointed adjutant Fifth regiment, December, 
1898, which position he has held until this 
date.
